The Standard Must be Maintained at The 
Risk of Life. 





* MUST NOT WEAKEN AND GIVE DOWN. 


The Bible remains the same 
from one century to another. It 
reads now just like it did when 
such nen as Luther,Fox, Wesley, 
Finley, Oaughey, Knox, and Fin- 





ney read it. It is just like it 
was whea I commenced to read 


it thirty years ago, but I did not, 


know anything about it then. I 
have changed but it is ever the 
same Book. 

This blessed Book marks out 
a standard for the human race to 
measure up to in Ohristian ex- 
perience, but while it sets the 
standard it plainly shows that 
this highest standard is not 
reached at one bound. When 
one accepts Ohrist it is usually 
the case that he does not know 
what the standard is that he is 
expected to reach. But he has 
to learn about it day by day. 

In his epistle to Timothy Paul 
says, ‘“‘Study to shew thyself ap- 
proved unto God, a workman 
that needeth not to be ashamed, 
rightly dividing the word of 
truth.’? Then in order to mea- 
sure up to this standard, aad get 
to a place in your experience 
that you can have God’s approval! 
there must. be some studying 
done. And this studying means 
more than merely reading the 
Bible as you read any other book. 
To study the Bible it means for 
you to put yourself to hard work, 
aud when you find something 
you do not understand you are to 
make a search for a true under- 


standing of it. 


Right here is where so many 
people make a mistake. When 
a passage is read that is not 
readily understood they put their 
own construction upon it and go 
ahead. This is a fatal mistake, 
and will lead to gross error and 
folly. This is one of the causes 
of so much division. One will 
read along and come to a dark 
passage and place his opinion 
upon it and then begin to teach 
it that way. Another will read 
the very same passage and put 
his construction upon it and pass 
on and go to teaching it. One 
of these parties will teach it his 
way, and when the other one 
comes along he will teach it to 
the very same congregation dif- 
ferent from the other one. ‘This, 
then, will bewilder the congre- 
gation and they will become con- 
fused. 

Here is an example,not of doc- 
trine,but of history : Zedekiah was 
the nineteenth and last king of 
Judah. The prophet Ezekiel said 
Zedekiah should never see the 
city of Babylon. Jeremiah said 
that Zedekiah would be taken to 
Babylon. by the king of Babylon. 
After these prophecies had gone 
forth Jeremiah says egain that 
Zedekiah was bound with chains 
and carried to Babylon. Now 
here is the lesson: One could 
very easily read about Zedekiah 
from Ezekiel and decide in his 
own mind that he was never in 
Babylon. He could readily make 
this statement because one writer 
said he should never see that 
ety. Another person in reading 
at anvther place in the Scripture 
could just as readily say Zedekiah 
was taken to Babylon. And if 
these two men are preachers and 
should’ chance to preach to the 
same congregation, one would 
declare that Zedekiah was never 





in Babylon, the other declare he 
was, and neither of them know 
what the other had said, but the 
congregation would know. Who 
is going to be confused under 
these circumstances? Of course 
not the preachers, because each 
one is perfectly innocent, and 
neither one knows of the other’s 
statement. But the congrega- 
tion is confused. 


The congregation has confi- 
dence in both preachers, but this 
contradiction has shocked them. 
Which one is right? They surely 


cannot both be right. One says 
he was in Babylon, the other 
says he was not in Babylon. 


And both produce their proof in 
the Scriptures. This then will 
lead the people to _ believe 
the Scriptures contradict them- 
selves. What is the cause of all 
this trouble? A failure on the 
part of the preachers to study to 
vhow themselves approved unto 
God, rightly dividing the word 
of truth. 

Now listen! Had these two 
preachers given this subject a 
careful study before they made 
these contradictory statements it 
would bave saved their congre- 
gation from the confusion, and 
themselves from embarrassment 
later if they were called into 
account about the matter. A 
careful study would have reveal- 
éd that the prophet Ezekiel never 
said Zedekiah would never be in 
the city of Babylon, but only 
that he would never see the city. 
A still further search would show 
that before he was taken to 
Babylon his eyes were punched 
out. With this careful division 
of the Scriptures there is no con- 
fusion, there 1s no division. 

The same kind of confusion 
may be brought about on other 
subjects that are vastly more 
important. But Paul wants to 
avoid such confusion, so he tells 
us to ‘study to show™ ourselves 
‘‘approved unto God, x4 work- 
men that needeth not to be 
ashamed, rightly dividing the 
word of truth.’’. Study until we 
get the answer. Not merely 
study until we get an answer, 
but the correct answer. A pupil 
may study over a. problem in 
mathematics and finally get an 
answer, but when he goes to the 
recitation room he may be put to 
shame because he has not got 
the right answer. Paul says for 
us to get the right answer. 
“Rightly dividing the word of 
truth.’ 

Now, this is the very thing the 
Church of God people want to do. 
Yea, this is what we must do. 
This is what the  Qhurch of 
HGod stands for—Tlfe whole Bible 
rightly divided. But, beloved, 
it will take study on our part to 
reach this standard: It will take 





labor and great effort and hard 
study to measure up to this 
standard. .No easy thing to study 
out the whole of the subject 
about Zedekiah going or not go- 
ing to Babylon, and not seeing 
the city when he got there. 
The information is not all con- 
tained in one verse, nor one 
chapter. But the whole of the 
story is given so the careful 
student can search it out and 
know the whole story and be 





able to put it together. One 


be carried to Babylon, another 
states that he should rot see the 
city of Babylon, another says he 
was carried to Babylon in chains 
as a prisoner, and another states 
that his eyes were punched out 
before he got there. This infor- 





together, but God saw best to’ 
make it otherwise. 

Take the precious stones, and | 
the precious metals of the earth. | 
God could have separated them 
and put each to itself, thus mak- 
ing gold mountains, silver hills, 
diamond plains, copper deserts, 
but no, He arranged all of this 
otherwise. He has them. scat- 
{tered about in the earth so men 
have to hunt for them. This 
takes time, and skill, and labor, 
and patience. But men keep at 
it. They search and search till 
they have found. And when they 
find gold they do not call it silver. 
When they find silver they do 
not call it copper, but they call 
each by its right name. 

Now get the lesson: Regenera- 
tion, sanctification, the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost, divine heal- 
ing, are all scattered throughout 
the Bible. But in their blindness 
men often cail regeneration and 
sanctification the same. They 
often call sanctification and the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost the 
same. They often call healing 
and conversion the same. Geo- 
logists would call me a fool if I 
should ¢all gold and silver all the 
same. They would think you a 
‘*no-nothing’’ if you should call 
copper and lead the same sub- 
stance. 

But it is not thought that peo- 
ple are fools when they confuse 
the Scriptures in a similar man- 
ner. Some of these times many 
will be astonished above measure 
when they meet the two flaming 
eyes of God and they discover 
their awful blunder in confusing 
Scriptures. And this confusion 
is all caused because of not heed- 
ing Paul's advice to ‘‘Study to 
shew thyself approved unto God, 
a workman that needeth not to 
be ashamed, rightly dividing the 
word of truth.’’ 

God does not approve of the 
confusion of Scriptures any more 
than geologists approve of a cun- | 
fusion of metals.

1 declare that the Christian world 
are going to be surprised above 
measure some of these times if 
they do not learn better and do 
better, and lamafraid some of 
our own people will meet with 
the very same kind of surprise if 
they do not study their Bibles 
and the principles of the Charch 
better before they undertake to 
pose as preachers and leaders. 
We do not expect them to know 
every thing, but they ought to 
know enough to stand uncompro- 
misivgly for repentance, conver- 
sion, Sanctification as a definite 
experience subsequent to regen- 
eration, and prior to the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost, and for the 
other tongues as the evidence of 
the baptism, and for divine heal- 
ing, and the paying of tithes. 
Not long since a certain writer 
gave some of the different views 
that are taught about sanctifica- 
tion, and in order to carry an 
influence with all sides, he said, 
“Why not teach it as sanctifi- 
cation and not wrangle about 
works. Just so they.are sancti- 
lied and not how they got it.”’ 
We do not mean to wrangle 
about it, but we certainly do 
want to know our Bibles well 
enough to know where to place 
it and what it is when we get 
it. If we do not we would 
be like an inferior chemist that 
undertakes to separate some of 
the metals and makes a failure 
and finally decides to bunch it 
all up together and just call it 
all gold and not wrangle about 
how he got it. One is just as 
consistent as the other. 
Following the same writer 
further down his weakness is 
discovered when it is read in the 
very same article that he says 
sanctification must be obtained 
before one is baptized with the 





so divine healing is divine heal- 
ing. As silver is silver, so sanc- | 
tification is sanctification. As| 
lead is lead, so repentance and | 
conversion are just those two 
things. As diamonds are dia- 
monds, so the baptism of the! 
Holy Ghost is the baptism of the) 
|Holy Ghost and not sanctifica-| 
tion or something else. 


What would the informed aud | 
educated part of the world think | 
of geologists and chemists if they 
could not separate gold and sil- 
ver and other metals any better 
than some _ people divide the 
Scriptures. They would pro- 
/nounce them unskilful in their 
| profession. That is just what 
God says of those who are only 
babes. He says they are ‘“‘un- 
skilful in the word of righteous- 
ness.’’ The writer of Hebrews 
seems to be surprised above mea- 
sure when he discovered that the 
people he was addressing were su 
dull of hearing that he could not 
tell them as much as he wanted 
to. Of them he says, ‘‘For when 
for a time ye ought to be teach- 
ers, ye have need that one teach 
you again which be the first 
principles of the oracles of God; 
and are become such as have 
need of milk, and not sirong 
meéat,’’ 

What a pity, that some people 
have to live on the bottle solong! 




















Holy Ghost, and then later he 
says ‘‘one cannot get wholly 
sanctified until after he gets 
the gift of the Holy Ghost as 
the Spirit is the one who does 
the work.’’? Such folly as this 
is ene of the very things that 
brings confusion to readers and 
hearers. We want to avoid such 
confusion; and it can only be 
done by a careful study of the 
Word until it can be rightly 
divided. 

The standard must be main- 
tained at the risk of life. We 
must not weaken and give down. 
That is the reason that Paul 
suffered the stripes put upon 
him above measure. He would 
not lower the standard. Even 
his Corinthian church brethren 
sharply criticised him and al- 
most rebelled, but he would not 
weaken and give down. He 
stood firm for the right. In his 
letter to those he dearly loved, 
although he said of them ‘‘the 
more abundantly I iove you, the 
less I be loved,’’ he said, he was 
‘*pressed out of measure.”’ 

This dear man endured some 
awful suffering, even ‘‘above 
measure,” to maiutain the stand- 
ard of righteousness. And we 
have mapy advantages that he 








did not have. We have his ex- 
perience and teachings, besides | 
many other helps. He stood the | 
test and did not weaken so we| 


even though we may be called 
upon to endure stripes or other 
suffering and pressure above 
measure. The standard must be 
maintained, but if we do not 
“study to shew ourselves ap- 
proved unto God’’ and rightly 
divide the Scriptures, how will 
we know what the standard is? 
I feel like saying to some that do 
not study—that only read a liftle 
along and along. —If you do not 
want to study, or if you do not 
have the time to study, then for 
your safety as well as the safety 
of others | think you had better 
nestle close beside those who 
have taken the time gnd not 
venture too far out by yourself. 
Surely one that cannot swim had 
better remain close to the shore. 

It is easy to offer criticism, but 
to offer criticism without being 
able to offer something better is 
not always wise. Men may dif- 
fer in their views, but a close 
and careful study of a theme will 
almost always bring the parties 
closer together in their yiews, 
and very often so they will see 
“aye to eye.”’ 

In the matter of religion the 
cost is not to be considered. We 
must be right even if being nght 
does cause suffering above mea- 
sure. It is sometimes very em- 
barrassing for one to give up his 
views and accept the views of 
another, and it often causes real 
suffering, but if the other is 
right and you are wrong it is 
much better to surrender like a 
man. Paul said, “Il have suf- 
fered the loss of all things, * * * 
that | may win Ohbrist.”’ After 
he once surrendered he was true 
to the end. He suffered above 
measure to maintain the stand- 
ard, and it was never lowered. 
It never trailed in the dust while 
he was bearing it. We must be 
as faithful. We must be as fear- 
less. We must not weaken and 
give down even if others do fa)] 
out by the way. But we must 
study until we know we are 
right before we become so firmly

have we not prophesied in thy 
name? and in thy name have 
cast out devils? and inthy name 
done many wonderful works?’’ 
And at the next word God speaks 
they will again be astonished 
above measure. ‘I never knew 
you: depart from me, ye that 
work iniquity.’”” Oh! Oh! Oh! 
The groans and moans that wil 
follow! It will be too late of 
course, but they will then see 
how sinful it is to handle the 
Word of God deceitfully, and 
misapply it, and not divide it 
right. They may then reflect 
and see how they could have es- 
caped all of this disappointment 
by a close and careful and unpre- 


|judiced study of the Word so 


they could have divided it cor- 
rectly.

Paul says, ‘‘Take heed unto 
thyself, and unto the doctrine; 
continue in them: for in. doing 
this thou shalt both save thyself, 
and them that hear thee.’’ The 
inference here is that if the 
preacher does not take heed un- 
to himself, and unto the doctrine 
to get it right, that he may both 
lose himself and those that hear 
him, too. Both alike will be 
plunged into the regions of the 
damned and be lost if he does 
not stand by the doctrine and 
vive it out correctly. 

It will certainly be anguish 
and suffering above measure to 
be in that crowd of preachers to 
which the Lord will say, ‘‘Depart 
from me, ye that work iniquity.” 
I conclude then, that the Lord 
regards it iniquity to misapply 
or wrongly ‘‘divide the Word of 
truth,” or ‘handle the Word of 
God deceiifully.” Even the 
thoughts of being in thiscompany 
are almost unbearable. The only 


fixed that we cannot be moved.| way for people to escape is to 


The standard to which we are 
bound is described by the Apos- 
tle Paul in his letter to the 
Ohurch of Ephesus, ‘*Till we all 
come in the unity of the faith, 
and of the knowledge of the Son 
of God, unto a perfect man, unto 
the measure of the stature of the 
fulness of Ohrist.” Many may 
have to die, or will have to give 
up their views, before this stand- 
ard is reached, but Paul says, 
‘*Till;”’ so we suppose by this ex- 
pression that we will reach that 
standard somewhere along the 
way. A “‘study’’ so that we may 
be “approved unto God,” and 
“rightly dividing the word of 
truth,’’ will certainly make us 
able to reach the goal to which 
we are bound. 


I wish to repeat, with all the 
love that God gives me, that 
sume people are going to be 
astonished above measure in the 
near future, when the light that 
is now shining so dimly is bright- 
ened into extreme brightness. 
Who will be ashamed then? It 
will certainly be those who 
have not given themselves to 
study so as to rightly divide the 
word of truth. It will certainly 


‘|be those who think they know, 


and yet they do not. . 
Listen! ‘‘Not every one that 
saith unto me, Lord, Lord, shall 
enter into the kingdom of heaven; 
but he that doeth the will of my 
Father which is in heaven.” 
This means to have God’s ap- 
proval. And you cannot do this 
and wrongly divide His Word. 
Listen again! ‘‘Many will say

‘‘Study’’ and be ‘‘approved unto 
God,” and “rightly divide the 
word of truth.”? And this means 
more, as stated above, than 
merely reading it over. 


Listen again! Right here is the 
cause of some of the trouble that 
exists between professing Ohris- 
tians today. It might be among 
some of our own people, but I 
hope not. Not “rightly dividing 
the word of truth.’ 
“If any man teach otherwise, 
and consent not to wholesome 
words, even the words of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, and to the 
doctrine (now listen) which is 
according to godliness (rightly 
divided;) he is proud, knowing 
nothing (only guessing, at the 
best,) but doting about questions 
and strifes of words (who ie 
guilty?) whereof cometh envy, 
strife, railings, evil surmis- 
ings (attention please,) perverse 
(stubborn) disputings of men of 
corrupt (abounding in error) 
minds, destitute of the truth.’’ 
(1 Tim, 6:3—5.) 

Here is the cause of envy. 
Here is the cause of strife. Here 
is the cause of jealousies that 
exist between preachers occasion- 
ally. Here is the cause of evil 
surmisings (guess, suspicion, im- 
agine, get up a false impression 
abouta brother, and agitate it in 
the mind until it is believed to be 
true and then spread it among 
the brethren.) Here is the cause 
of erroneous teaching that Paul 
compares to an eating cancer. 
Here is the cause of divisions.
